Our Sea Wealth. 



Tho enormous sen wealth of the Do- 
minion of - Canada is but indifferently 
understood. The joint commission 
about to adjudicato on the amount of 
compensation to which Canada is en- 
titled for tho difference in value be- 
tween what sho gets and gives under 
the Treaty of "Washington will not fail 
to draw attention to this subject. Ac- 
cording to official returns, tho total 
value of tho fish caught in tho Domin- 
ion waters covered by the Treaty, in- 
cluding exports from Newfoundland 
and the Magdalen Islands, was in 
1871 $17,730,451. Making allowance 
for short returns, &c, the annual Can- 
adian catch in her own waters may 
Bafely bo put down at $20,000,000; and 
this is exclusive of seal and whale, and 
is 'quite independent of what. Ameri- 
cans and French catch. It is estimat- 
ed that tho American catch in our 
waters amounts to about ten millions of 
dollars annually, and tho French to livo 
millions, making a grand aggregate of fish 
caught in Canadian waters of thirty- 
five millions of dollars per annum. It 
appears from United States returns 
that tho entire catch in American 
waters in 1S70 did not exceed eleven 
millions, being considerably less than 
cne-third of the Canadian. Impor- 
tant as our fisheries are in a mere 
money point of view, they are even 
more important in their influence on 
tho maritime interests of the country, 
acting, as they do, as a huge train- 
ing-school for our seamen; and there 
cannot be a doubt that these magnifi- 
centtisheries will contribute in no small 
degree towards giving Canada a front 
place among the maritime powers of 
the world. It is proper to observe 
that Canada's recently acquired fish- 
ing grounds on the Pacific and Hud- 
son's Bay , fisheries of great magni- 
tude, possibly equalling those on tho 
Atlantic, but towards the utilization 
and development of which little or 
nothing has yet been done, are not 
covered by tho returns referred to 
above. 



Well; if that isn't Cool!, 

During last session the Govern- 
ment introduced a Bill to raise the 
pay of members to f600,of the Speaker 
$1400; and of themselves $4,000. The 
Bill was passed, slightly modified, was 
assented to by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor and is now the law of the land. 
Referring to it, tho New Westmtnster 
organ says: 

"True, tho House has recommend- 
ed that future members be bettor 
paid, but unless the people endorse it at 
the elections, the bill containing the 
recommendation can have no effect." 

This is certainly an ingenious way 
of putting it; but is it honest? Surely 
our contemporary caanot possibly be 
unaware of the fact that, so far from 
being in tho nature of a mere "re- 
commendation" that "can have no 
affect" "unless the people endorse it 
at tho elections," tho measuro is now 
law, and just as completely beyond 
tho reach of tho people as any other 
law on our statute books. Does tho 
organ really hopo to screen its mas- 
ters from tho odium necessarily at- 
taching to this essentially unpopular 
measure by such glaring misrepresen- 
tation of facts ? Or is it so deplora- 
bly ignorant on the subject of which 
it treats '? It cau elect on which horn 
it prefers to be impaled. In either 
case to mislead, or attempt to mislead, 
tho people in this way, on tho eve of 
a general election is certainly most 
reprehensible. Our contemporary 
will likely plead ignorance; but ig- 
norance in a public journalist must 
constitute but a poor palliation for 
such a crime.

Bearing Fruit.— Last January tho 
Hon. Mr. Bunster took with him to Ot- 
tawa a bag of fall wheat, raised by Mr. 
Robert Brown of Saanich. In thocourso 
of his able speech on tho Railway, whon 
manfully defending Columbia against tho 
disparaging remarks made by Mr. Blake, 
at Aurora, some months before Mr. 
Bunster hauled tho sack of wheat from 
under his desk, took a handful out of it 
and indignantly tossed it towards tho 
member for South Bruce as tho best ans- 
wer to his statement that British Colum- 
bia, was an inhospitable country, a sea of 
sterile mountains. This very oonclusivo 
style of argument completely turned tho 
tables against tho orator of Aurora. But 
the results did not stop there. The 
wheat was of superior quality and, thus 
prominently introduced, attracted much 
attention. Samples of it were eagerly 
sought for by members of Parliament, 
and the consequence is that there are 
probably few districts of tho Dominion 
into which some grains of that bag of 
■wheat were not carried. Letters of en- 
quiry are now coming from various parts 
of Canada, fiH tho result of these grains 
of wheat th 1 1 >> sown broadcast over the 
Dominion. Verily, what a groat matter 
ft little fire kindleth I It would not sur- 
prise ustn know that, that speech and 
that bag of wheat have douo moro good, 
more real immigration work, than all tho 
thousands expended by our Government. 



Indian Affairs. — A fow days ago wo 
gave a statement of facts respecting tho 
Select Committee appointed by the local 
Legislature for tho purpose of enquiring 
into Indian affairs and tho attempts of 
the Government to stiile enquiry and 
circumvent the Report of the Commit- 
tee The organ of the Government has 
au article on the subject, in which it is 
attempted to put the blame on the Com- 
mittee, and which we must characterise 
as a gross misstatement of facts. Inas- 
much, however, as tho article is directed 
against the Committee and contains cer- 
tain grave charges, we prefer to allow 
members of that Committee to answer for 
themselves, w hich they will doubtless not 
fail to do in duo time.

You say to Walkout, "Why did you not 
say boldly that, malheweustment, last 
year you were persuaded to follow tho 
advice of la pirouette McCreight, and get 
passed u resolution that stands now in 
our way; but that the Government were 
going to 'take the Bull by the comes' and 
accept the altered terms without appeal 
to tho people, (for altered they undoubt- 
edly are,) in place of denying that thero 
had taken place any alteration." 

You, of all men, to ask suoh a question 
of Walkem! How could Wall tern tell but 
that iu one of you-- springs, while speak- 
ing^ that you would nUtjump down his 
throat, and then becomo another Minister 
for (be Interior to make him troublo? 
No! no! Mou chcr innocent, you cannot 
catch Walkem that way. Ho says, natur- 
ally, "that Beggar McCreight stuck for 
reference U the people last year; at my 
dinner ho (deprecated that move. It is 
titiio for him to change again, — ho may 
catch me. I will just make ono peche 
venial — tell &petil m'ensenge, and say, "No 
alteration has taken place." He does it; 
and McCreight sits still and says nothing; [ 
and Walkem is, eiifln, commander of tho 
situation for a petit moment, possibly, un- 
til Mtue. Senate takes him up. No! no! my 
dear young patriot, tho hero of Kriemler 
farm is not to be caught so easy! You 
might just as well try to catoh a pig with 
a tail of grease. 

In that same speech you spoko so 
charming of tho Premier of Canada, and 
so confidently of your belief that ho would 
yet bo found on the side of right, that I 
Lave great hoiie-a of your repentance, — 
the ropeiitanco that I thought was neces- 
sary to you before you became a Patriot. 
And now to our lesson in Patriotism: Pa- 
triotism says, "Death to MoGbeiqht, — 
PBatH to Walkem, — so that British Col- 
umbia may live." These are tho words 
of the patriot, — "That British Columbia 
»iav j>ive." This is a boautiful sontiment, 
— chartnant et magnijique! But of what use 
is this great Beutiniont? Sho livos — wo 
livo;— of what use is that? It is the 
work of patriots that sho should prosper, 
—that we should prosper. To livo is good; 
— to live and prosper is better. To have 
au entente cordiale with the Dominion, is to 
advance and prosper; to bo au point de 
sabr e with the Dominion, is to rotrogrado 
aud sutler. It is, therefore, tho work of 
patriots to make ono grand effort to obtain 
an entente cordiale, and that so quick na 
we can. Wo look nbont ourselves. We 
find un terrein magnifique: — No business 
doing, — un climate celeste,— men's hands 
in pockets;— coal and mineral in abond- 
atice t —no enterprise to work them; rotten 
old shanties and tumble-down balconies 
that tire despises to burn; plenty money 
iu Bank, but no inducement to build; 
and this state of affairs; si triste, is iu ex- 
istence, is tho moment in which Walkem 
keeps up his quarrel, — not our quarrel, — 
with the Dominion. Thero is some- 
thing so pernicious (sifwneste) in nil this 
that it calls for tho labors of a patriot. 
Now, my pupil, is tho opportunity of tho 
patriot. There is a broach made (some 
say in our manners, — this point wo will 
not dispute) , between the two Govern- 
ments, tho Dominion and the Local. 
That breach is widening, — widening eve- 
ry day. That breach should bo filled, — 
should bu closed. Let us till it. This is 
tho -work of patriots. You nsk, "With 
what shall we till it ?" Wo shall fill it by 
throwing iu all our outspoken suspicions, 
our groundless fears, our wicked insinu- 
ations, ill bad words said of Mackenzie or 
the Government of Canada, all ill-natur- 
ed articles copied from tho press of our 
enemies, all such hostilities and petite) 
histoires which raise bile and make sick, 
all tours d'adresse which are contemptible, 
all Canadian! 1 which ore not Canadians, 
all these that eat les gateaux sueres at tho 
hands of Mackenzie and abuse him, and 
all Englishmen which are Yankee in sen- 
timent, -all, etrfiu, that will not uphold 
th<> Crown and dignity of La Grande lire- 
tagne. B shall devolve on you, my young 
patriot, to naniier is tocsin , and summon 
all Itntisli t'oiiinibiuus to gather around 
the tiliamn. Let thorn fetch shovels-— long 
handled shovels— (it is a dirty business,) 
and cry to Litem, " Allans Ions ensemble, 
—shovel it in! shovel it in!!— 1111 the 
breach, — (ill the chasm!" so that somn 
one,— sotiie grand patriot — shall pans it 
over, and curry with him tho drapeau on 
which will bo inscribed: — "Peace and 
concord, -bury our heart burnings— a bas 
les tours d'adresse— let Canada (all Cana 
da) prosper.'" 'You say that all that stuff 
won't till the hole, — won't mend tin- 
breach. That is bud. But it must be 
filled, couteqiil route; Columbia is bleed- 
ing, it must bo tilled — how much room 
have you ? You say, "A spaoe •! feet 'J 
in, by 2feet wide, with a hole alongside 
big enough to curl a bound into,' and a 
spot which can accommodate the suck of 
suspicions I have packed thus far through 
my political life, and of which I would 
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tion. You object? You do not like to 
sleep with Walkem ? Have no fear; wc 
will take from him his spurs; ho can then 
play you no tours d'adresse. Oh! you 
want to bo the grand patriot? You aro 
wrong; you must not think I made of you 
tho patriot to bear tho drapeau; oh, no; 
you cannot bo tho banner bearing pa- 
triot; wo want a patriot sans peur at sans 
reproche! You cannot bury your suspi- 
cions and livo. You are tho patriot to 
die. Your suspicions buried, thoro is 
nothing loft of you, and Columbia will 
want you no more after tho chasm is fill- 
ed. ' Patriot.

Mr. C. A. Kingsbury writes as fol- 
lows in Forest and Stream, of a bath 
in the Dead Sea: — "Reaching at 
length this most remarkable of all the 
seas and lakes on our globe, we pre- 
pared to take a bath— and such a bath 
I can hardly expect ever to take again. 
I had previously bathed in numerous 
seas, lakes and rivers, but never did I 
enjoy such a bath as this. The spe- 
cific gravity of the water is such, from 
its holding in solution so large a 
proportion of salt (twenty six and a 
a half per cent.) that one floats upon 
its surface like a cork. At tho time 
there was only a gentle ripplo upon 
the soa, and boing a good swimmer I 
at once struck out into deep water. I 
soon found that I could not only swim 
and float with wonderful ease, but 
that I could actually walk in the water 
sinking only to the arm-pits. Dis- 
covering this fact, I made for the 
shore, and taking Dr. C, ono of our 
party who could not swim, by the hand, 
led him into the sea whore tho water 
was many fathoms deep. At first ho 
was quite reluctant to follow me, but 
soon trained confidence on finding 
there was no danger of sinking, and 
he enjoyed the novel bath as much as 
if ho had been nn expert swimmer, 
Should the bather allow the wator to 
got into his eyes or mouth ho would 
suffer considerable abatement to his 
enjoymont, on account of its salt, bit- 
ter, and irritating nature. No fish 
can live in this sea; but various kind* 
of ducks abound hero at certain sea- 
sons of tho year. The water was as 
clear as ordinary sea water, its tom- 
perature was agreeable, and it had an 
oily feeling, and altogether its action 
on the surface of tho body was such as 
to devolop thoso pleasurable sensations 
pertaining to the sense of touch, ac- 
companied by the most delightful 
exhilaration. Of all tho baths in the 
world, give mo a bath in the Dead 
Sea."
